But that original 
model weighed several pounds, 
Now the spray 
being built into one-ounce con- 
talners. A Cow-pressure jfas 
cailed “genctran" its compres-' 
sed in the containers. to forco 
out the Hquid. 


Lodes ‘said there’ would bo 
about 20 houschold liquids in 
the spray dispensers within 
the next year. Already moth 
and insect kilers,-room deodor- 
ants, floor and furniture wax 
and a plastic cpray for house-. 
hold metals are being sold 
with the push-button sprays.

They hope In time to get sup- 
port from the embittered sur- 
vivorn of Hitlerité persecution in 
the task of rebuilding German 
damocracy. 

Tho President of the West 
German Federal Republic. Dr 
Theodor Heuxs, the West Ger- 
man Chancellor, Dr Konrad 
Adenauer, and other German 
leaders as well an some sectlons 
of the preas, have vigorously 
condemned = anti-Semitism — In 
recent public statements which 
mark a new phase in postwar 
German-Jewlsh relations 

The statements by the Presi. 
aent ond the Chancellor are 
virtually the first major German 
pronvuncements on the Jewish 
question since the end of the 
war, They ere weleaned by 
Allied officials here who regard 
then: ar timely. 


VANDALS ON WARPATH 

They come at a time when 
anti-Jewish vandals are once 
more on the warpath in Ger- 
many, where the anti-Semilic 
pods = pown by the Nazis are 
all docply rooted. Their state- 
ments have lifted the !ld off a 
subject which the bulk of Ger- 
man politicians have mvolded 
for over four years. 

Hardly 9 week passcs without 
some evidence of vicious antl- 
Scemitism, Moat frequent re- 
porta are of “unknown s* 
desecrating Jewish cemeterics, 
particularly in Southern Ger- 
many. 

A.few weeks ago a Jewish 
enttle dealer at Wuerzburg, in 
Bavaria, received two death 
threats, Previously four people 
had been arrested for trylng to 
blow up his house, 

More recently, three people, 
including one woman, were 
sentenced by an American High 
Commission’ court to varying 
terms of Imprisonment for de- 
seernting nm synagoguc at Mark- 
tredwitz, also in Bayar They 
destroyed the al'ar, tore up 
Graven books and sullled an 
American flag in the bullding.

Adenauer to the editor of the 
Allgemeine Wochenzeitung der 
Juden in Deutschland (General 
Weekly for Jews In Germany) 
has fiven new hope t 
the almost extinct Jewish com- 
munity of about 20,000 and 
nnother 20,000 Jewish displaced 
persons living tn West Germany. 

Dr Adenauer announced that 
tts Government Intends to place 
at the disposal of Isracli re- 
construction material worth 10,- 
000,000 Deutschemarks (over 
£800,000), os a “concrete sym- 
bol of the need to repair the 
damage done to the Jews all 
over the world.” 

EQUAL CO-CITIZENS
